Crown Prince Alexander as czar. 
On 
Jan. 28, 1817, an attempt was made on 
tho life of Georgo IV, then prince re­ 
gent, and on Jan. BO, 18B5, President 
Andrew Jackson was attacked with 
murderous intent. Louis Philippe, the 
citizen king, had a number of hair­ 
breadth escapes. On July 28, 1805, he 
was iii imminent danger of death from 
an attack by Fiesohi. On June 25, 1886, 
Aliband assaulted him; Muenlers’ at­ 
tack was made Dec. 27 of the same year; 
in 1840 ho was in deadly peril from 
Dnmios, while Locomte attempted the 
king’s life on April 14, 1846, and Hen­ 
ry on July 29 of tho sumo year. No 
wonder can bo felt ut tho relief of Louis 
in finally getting out of Paris alive, for 
conspiracies that were detected aud 
nipped in tho bud ero they reached the 
stage of murderous attempt were fur 
more numerous than tho actual assaults. 
Frederick William IV of Prussia had 
two narrow escapes, o h o on May 22, 
1850, when ho was attacked by Sofelage, 
tho other a few mouths earlier.

18, 1858, but escaped 
with a trivial wound.

Indians Rcfuso to Move. 
Instead of coming to an understand 
mg with the Indians at the conference 
at Lawrence, on Millo Lacs lake last 
Friday, Commissioner Hall and he 
party left them with the matter in i 
more unsettled state, if possible than 
over. The report shows that tin* In­ 
dians declared they were determined 
to have 4,800 acres in the reservation 
not yet patented; that it had been 
promised them by the secretary of the 
interior and that they wanted it divid­ 
ed pro rata among the heads of fami­ 
lies. They said they wanted settlers 
ou that land removed congress to 
reimburse them for improvements 
made thereon. As for the 30,000 acres 
additional claimed by them, that 
would be left to congress. They re 
fused to make a definite answer to 
Commissioner Hall’s suggestion as to 
allotments for woman and children at 
White Earth. They said they would 
consider that question when the 4,800 
icres hud been allotted. They further 
s.iid that they would consider at their 
eisure the commissioner's invitation 
io make a visit to White Earth.

Tho nineteenth is notable among cen­ 
tum b for the number of assassinations 
of rulers, prominent statesmen and pub- 
lio characters generally, whose lives 
have been attempted or who have actu­ 
ally perished at the hands of the assas­ 
sin. Just beforo tho beginning of the 
century two attempts were made on 
the life of Georgo HI, the last In 1800, 
while on Christmas eve of the same 
year that famous infernal machine de­ 
signed to kill Napoleon wus unsuccess­ 
fully fired in the streets of Paris. On 
March 24, 1801, the crazy Czar Paul 
met his fate, being strangled with a 
military sash twisted into a oord by 
the hands of a gigantic Circassian 
officer, while about half a hundred con- 
Ipirators waited the result to salute the 
Crown Prince Alexander as czar. On 
Jan. 28, 18 J 7, an attempt was made on 
the life of Georgo IV, then prince re­ 
gent, and on Jan. 80, 1885, President 
Andrew Jackson was attacked with 
murderous intent. Louis Philippe, the 
citizen king, had a number of hair­ 
breadth escapes. On July 28, 1885, he 
was in imminent danger of death from 
an attack by Fiesohi. On June 25, 1880, 
Aliband assaulted him; Mueniers’ at­ 
tack was made Dec. 27 of the same year; 
in 1840 he was in deadly peril from 
DarnioH, while Locomte attempted the 
king’s life ou April 14, 1848, and Hen­ 
ry on July 29 of tho same year. No 
wonder can bo felt at the relief of Louis 
in finally getting out of Paris alive, for 
conspiracies that were detected and 
nipped in tho bud oro they reachod the 
stage of murderous attempt were fur 
more numerous than the actual assaults. 
Frederick William IV of Prussia had 
two narrow escapes, one on May 22, 
1850, when ho was attacked hy Sofelage, 
tho other a few months earlier. Francis 
Joseph of Austria nearly foil a victim 
to Libenyi ou Feb. 18, 1868, but escaped 
with a trivial wound.

the climate, who were expert hunters 
ana had forced bruin to regard them 
from other than a culinary standpoint. 
The oldest of these men, who went 
out to the Klondyke in ’88, left Cana­ 
da a vigorous, muscular man. He is 
now an old man, broken in health, 
gray-haired, and crippled. During his 
nine years’ stay in the gold region he 
saw three hundred graves dug for his 
comrades, most of whom died from 
starvation, and he himself went for 
weeks with scanty food aud for days 
without any. He possessed, however, 
the “staying” quality, which every 
successful miner must have, and which 
alone enabled him, with the help of 
his comrades, to battle through to 
wealth and invalidism.—From “Gold 
Fields of the Yukon Valley,” in 
Demorest’s Magazine for October.

Ov«mlolng thn Output of Silver sud lan­ 
der valuing That of Gold Contrary to 
Mr. Prtntoa'i State went, There Ie Great 
Demand For Silver. 


Tho director of tho mints has estab­ 
lished a reputation for undervaluing 
the gold output of American mines aud 
overvaluing tho output of silver from 
tho same source. 
In dealing with tho 
latter metal ho always quotes coinage 
value, forgetting that tho government's 
$1.89 per ounce no longer interests the 
miner or smelter, because it is not the 
measure of the silver product 
The 
latter is fixed by a coterie of London 
brokers, who last year supplied Great 
Britain with 8,800,460 ounces of stand­ 
ard silver, the coinage value of whloh 
was £1,046,125. It cost the British gov­ 
ernment £479,080, so that a handsome 
seigniorage wus realized in supplying 
the wauts of tho people ut home and in j 
the colonies. 
We refer to this British 
coinage of silver to correct un error in 
Mr. Preston’s interview of a recent 
date, in which he declared that there 
was “ no demand for silver anywhere, 
not even for subsidiary coinage.” 
The unnual report of tho deputy mas­ 
ter of the British government corrects 
this impression. It shows tho purchases 
of bar silver wo havo noted herein and 
also the coinage of 25,970,889 pieces on 
British account, 2,150,000 pieces for 
use in Canada, 16,750,000 for Hong­ 
kong. 815,000 for Newfoundland and 
8,986,540 pieces for tho Straits Settle­ 
ments. There is a large difference be­ 
tween this total of 49,681,488 pieces of 
subsidiary coin and ‘ 'no demand at all, ” 
and It represents in a measure 
the 
amount of accuracy which the director 
of the mints—in his efforts to please the 
gold element—brings to the service of 
his estimates. 
With tho abovo in view we can safoly 
return to tho gold output of 1897, us 
guessed at by Director Preston. 
In 
round numbers he allows for an in 
oroaso of $7,000,000 in tho United 
States over his own totuls for 1896, 
which were approximately as follows:

It is a noteworthy fact 
that the six French Canadians who in­ 
augurated the present craze were in 
every instance old and experienced 
miners, men who understood the 
country, its possibilities and eccentric­ 
ities, who had learned to think and 
live like natives, who had overcome 
peril by sea aud peril by land, who 
had won the friendship of the Indians 
and become inured to the horrors of 
the climate, who were expert hunters 
ana had forced bruin to regard them 
from other than aculinary standpoint. 
The oldest of these men, who went 
out to the Klondyke in ’88, left Cana­ 
da h vigorous, muscular man. He is 
now an old man, broken in health, 
gray-haired, and crippled. During his 
nine years’ stay in the gold region he 
saw three hundred graves dug for his 
comrades, most of whom died from 
starvation, aud he himself went for 
weeks with scanty food aud for days 
without any. He possessed, however, 
tho “staying” quality, which every 
successful miner must have, and which 
alone enabled him, with the help of 
his comrades, to battle through to 
wealth and invalidism.—From “Gold 
Fields of the Yukon Valley,” in 
Demorest’s Magazine for October.

Oiwrnlnlni tho Output of Silver Mil Un­ 
dervaluing Thut of Gold Contrary to 
Mr. Preston's Statement, There Is Great 
Demand For Silver. 
The director of the mints has estab­ 
lished a reputation for undervaluing 
the gold output of American mines and 
overvaluing the output of (diver from 
the same source. In dealing with tho 
latter metal he always quotes coinage 
value, forgetting that tho government’s 
$1.89 per ounce no longer interests the 
miner or smelter, because it is not tbs 
measure of the silver product The 
latter is fixed by a coterie of Londou 
brokers, who last year supplied Great 
Britain with 8,800,460 ounces of stand­ 
ard silver, tho coinage value of which 
was £1,046,125. It cost the British gov­ 
ernment £479,080, no that a handsome 
seigniorage wus realized in supplying 
the wants of the people at home and in 
the colonies. We refer to this British 
coinage of silver to correct an error in 
Mr. Preston’s interview of a recent 
date, in which he deolared that there 
was “ no demand for silver anywhere, 
not even for subsidiary coinage.” 
The annual report of the deputy mas­ 
ter of the British government corrects 
this impression. It shows the purchases 
of bar silver wo have noted herein and 
also the coinage of 25,970,889 pieces on 
British account, 2,150,000 pieces for 
use in Canada, 10,750,000 for Hong­ 
kong. 815,000 for Newfoundland and 
8,986,540 pieces for tho Btraits Settle­ 
ments. There is a large difference be­ 
tween this total of 49,021,488 pioces of 
subsidiary coin aud 1 'no demand at all, ” 
and it represents in a mensuro the 
amount of uocurncy which tho director 
of the mints—in his efforts to please the 
gold element—brings to the service of 
his estimates. 
With tho abovo in view wo con safoly 
return to the gold ontpnt of 1897, us 
guessed at by Director Preston. In 
round numbers he allows for an in­ 
crease of 87,000,000 In tho United 
States over his own totuls for 1890, 
which wore approximately us follows:

In this 
table for 1890 Colorado is short at least 
$1,500,000, whilo California bewails 
an arbitrary reduction of nearly $2,000,- 
000, the mint statistician ut San Frun- 
cisco, with 25 yoars of experience, be­ 
ing one of the complainants. 
But if, us tho director states, oar 
probable gold increase for 1897 is only

The man 
who 
describes 
it 
this time is C. WL 
Thornton, a w'cll known citizen of Se­ 
attle and a member 
of the Young 
Men’s Christian 
Association of that 
city. 
He was one of the party that 
made ujj the expedition of Prince Lui­ 
gi of Savoy to the top of Mt. St. Elias. 
Five other men were with Mr. Thorn­ 
ton when the 
beautiful mirage was ! 
seen. 
The mirage city has formerly ] 
been reported as 
having been seen 
from the Muir glacier. 
Mr. Thornton 
and his companions saw it from the 
Malaspina glacier. 
They had left the 
expedition to return to the coast for 
provisions. 
The mirage was noticed 
at about 4 o'clock in the morning and 
lasted for thirty-five minutes. 
Then it 
vanished. 
The first that was ever heard of a 
mirage city in Alaska was in 18SS. 
In 
that year Richard G. Willoughby, a 
prospector of Juneau, Alaska, 
came 
down from the Muir glacier with Hie 
assertion that he had beheld a wonder­ 
ful city in th" clouds. 
It was standing 
out in the sky, in full view. 
There 
were masses of tall brick houses with 
sloping roofs, elm trees in the fore­ 
ground and a river with shipping in 
the distance. 
From the midst of the 
buildings arose two great towers sur­ 
rounded with scaffolding. 
Mr. W il­ 
loughby minutely described the mirage 
and 
claimed to have seen it several 
times. 
Changes had taken place in 
Hie towers as if 
progress had been 
made In the construction of the build­ 
ing. 
The people heard the miner’ 3 
story with wonder, but as no one but 
himself had seen it no great import­ 
ance was attached to the tale, until in 
June of the year named he succeeded 
In photographing the mirage and fix­ 
ing Hie picture upon a plate. 
These 
pictures had a large sale, and in 1889 
leveral of them found their way 
to 
Chicago. 
A citizen of this city who 
taw a copy of tho photograph declared 
that it was a view of Rristol. England. 
Others who wore familiar with Bristol 
verified the 
identification 
and more 
lately Prof. William H. Hudson 
of 
Stanford 
University, 
California, rec- 


party, who agree perfectly not only In 
their statement of having seer the city 
but also in the detailed description of 
It. 
All who have seen or claim to have 
seen the mirage agree in several im­ 
portant details of the appearance. The 
streets In the mirage are always de­ 
serted. 
The observers all say that the 
architecture is not at all like the ar­ 
chitecture of an American town. 
The 
houses are quaint, solid and old-fash­ 
ioned. 
Then there seems to be unan­ 
imity in the presence of towers and a 
dome, as if of some monster build­ 
ing 
and 
of 
at 
least one 
thin 
church 
spire 
in 
the 
distance. 
The 
accompanying 
Illustration 
tion is a copy of one of Mr. Willough­ 
by’s photographs taken in 1888. In the 
foreground are seen several houses, un­ 
questionably of English 
architecture. 
There are the elm trees with leafless 
branches. 
The main feature of the 
picture is the lofty 
structure In the 
middle, said to be the famous Episco­ 
pal cathedral of Bristol as it appeared 
twenty years ago, when the building 
was undergoing repairs. 
The shipping 
and the river are not 
visible. 
The 
strongest points 
made by Professor 
Jordan in his article are found in his 
indications of 
tho 
nearness of the 
house In the foreground and the leaf­ 
less elm trees ( in midsummer). 
Th< se 
two things are certainly telling points 
against tho genuineness of the W il­ 
loughby photographs. 
Even the small 
tiles on the chimney pots are visible. 
But judging by the tales told by Mr. 
Thornton, 
apparent 
proximity 
and 
clearness of detail in the foreground 
are not impossibilities In mirages. 
Are there two silent cities In the 
skies of Alaska? 
If the Willoughby 
photographs are genuine there must be 
for the description given by Mr. Thorn­ 
ton of what he saw In July does not 
coincide with the photographs taken 
nine years ago from the Muir glacier. 
The vision, said Mr. Thornton, was so 
distinct as to require strong faith that 
It was not a real city. 
The principal 
feature of the mirage was what ap­ 
peared to be two Chinese temples. In

I have lately had my attention called 
to the fact that there was a great dif­ 
ference in the yield of honey from 
colonies located only from one to two 
miles apart, writes Mrs. L. Harrison in 
Rural World. 
Judging from this, or­ 
chardists, farmers and gardeners, will 
not get the full benefit of their crops of 
fruit, vines anti clovers, if they do not 
keep bet's upon their own fields. 
Es­ 
pecially is this true, if the, weather 
should be foggy aud damp during the 
blooming season. 
Specialists in bee- 
culture know that a good place to lo­ 
cate an apiary is near large orchards 
seed 
farms, 
alfalfa or alsike clovei 
fields, pickle farms, etc. 
Those win 
raise cucumbers under glass, find they 
must have bees in their green house 
or their cucumbers will not set. 
Those 
who are engaged in these pursuits, un­ 
less there are large apiaries near them, 
should cultivate bees as well aa fields. 
He who would live at ease, should cul­ 
tivate both fruit and bees.” 
It would 
be better for the welfare of our country 
if bees were more equally distributed 
Very large apiaries are not as desirable 
as that every orchard and farm should 
have sufficient workers to gather the 
nectar, and fertilize the bloom. 
It ie 
not necessary that every fanner should 
be a skillful apiarist, and secure large 
crops of honey, but he should keep 
bees In large hives, well protected from 
the intrusion of stock. 
Where horses 
and other animals have been injured 
by being stung it. was usually the re­ 
sult of carelessness. 
Hives should be 
well 
protected, and not placed near 
hitching posts, nor drinking places. 
Plant 
for Bees.-—Bee-keepers 
who 
have 
experimented 
along 
this 
lint 
claim that it does not pay to plant for 
honey alone; but there are many cropl­ 
and trees that can be grown, that have 
dual value, such as the clovers, al­ 
sike and white. 
What is more beauti­

ba and Me.litotus officinalis, are yearly 
gaining in favor, as food for stock and

C. F. CurtlB, superintendent of the 
Iowa Agricultural Experiment Station. 
says: “It has been shown by experi 
intuits at the Iowa station that while 
well-bred 
cattle 
coming 2 years old, 
being fattened under favorable condi- 
tlons, will make 123 pounds ut increase 
in weight from 1,000 pounds of a given 
kind of feed, gootl lambs under I year 
old will make 138 pounds of Increase 
in live weight from 1,000 pounds of 
similar ration; aud the mutton in this 
case sold for more than the beef. 
In 
this comparison no allowance is mad* 
for the value of droppings of cattle or 
the lleece of the iambs. 
This showing 
does not argue against the economy of 
beef 
making. 
It only 
reveals more 
clearly the tact that mutton production 
ought to become a permanent, well-es­ 
tablished feature of Western agricul­ 
ture, and 
that farmers and feeders 
ought more generally to avail them­ 
selves of this outlet for the surplus of 
gram and hay crops.”

I have lately had my attention called 
to the fact that there was a great dif­ 
ference in the yield of honey from 
colonies located only from one to twe 
miles apart, writes Mrs. L. Harrison in 
Rural World. Judging from this, or- 
chardists, farmers and gardeners, will 
not get the full benefit of their crops ol 
fruit, vines and clovers, if they do not 
keep bees upon their own fields. Es­ 
pecially is this true, if the weather 
should be foggy and damp during the 
blooming season. Specialists in bee- 
eulture know that a good place to lo­ 
cate an apiary is near large orchards 
seed farms, alfalfa or alsike clovet 
fields, pickle farms, etc. 
Those wh< 
raise cucumbers under glass, find they 
must have bees in their green house 
or their cucumbers will not set. Those 
who are engaged in these pursuits, un­ 
less there are large apiaries near them, 
should cultivate bees as well as fields. 
lie who would live at ease, should cul­ 
tivate both fruit and bees.” It would 
lie better for the w’elfare of our country 
if bees were more equally distributed. 
Very large apiaries are not as desirable 
as that every orchard and farm should 
have sufficient workers to gather the 
nectar, and fertilize the bloom. It is 
not necessary that every farmer should 
be a skillful apiarist, and secure large 
crops of honey, but he should keep 
bees in large hives, well protected from 
the intrusion of stock. Where horses 
and other animals have been Injured 
by being stung it was usually the re­ 
sult of carelessness. Hives should be 
well protected, and not placed near 
hitching posts, nor drinking places. 
Plant for Bees.—Bee-keepers who 
have experimented along this lint 
claim that it docs not pay to plant for 
honey alone; but there are many crops 
and trees that can be grown, that have 
n dual value, such as the clovers, al­ 
sike and white. What is more beauti­ 
ful upon a lawn than the linden or 
basswood? Sweet clover, MellitotuH al- 
bu and Me.litotus officinalis, are yearly 
gaining in favor, as food for stock and 
bees, and are fast rooting out dog-fen- 
nc 1 and other noxious w’eeds, from 
roadsides and waste places. They thrive 
on gravelly knolls, railroad embank­ 
ments and rocky hillsides.

Cull Out Breeding I logit. 
We would advise swine breeders to 
cull more closely than has been the 
practice, says A. L. Mason, in a con­ 
temporary. 
We think that at least 
one-third should be culled, and if half 
could be culled it would be better. We 
have known breeders who have sold 
every male in the herd for breeding 
pm poses, even where they got as low 
as $4 or $5 a head for them. This la 
a mistake. It is not only a detriment 
to the business, but necessarily lowers 
the standard. The quality of pigs sold 
fur breeding purposes should be up to 
a good standard, and they should be 
sold at a profit above what the pig 
would be worth for the pork barrel 
All pigs sold for breeding purposes 
should have excellent bone, reasonably 
well marked, free from swirls, and 
have a good, breedy appearance. They 
should not only possess good action, 
but should be gentle and of kind di? 
position. 
1'ro.pert* for Mutton Production. 
C. F. Curtis, superintendent of the 
Iowa Agricultural Experiment Station, 
says: "It has been shown by experi 
merits at the Iowa station that while 
well-bred cattle coming 2 years old, 
being fattened under favorable condi­ 
tions, will make 122 pounds of increase 
in weight from 1,000 pounds of a given 
kind of feed, good lambs under 1 year 
old will make 138 pounds of increase 
in live weight from 1,000 pounds of a 
similar ration; aud the mutton in this 
case sold for more than the beef. Jn 
this comparison 1 1 0 allowance is madi 
for the value of droppings of cattle or 
ihc lleece of the lambs. This showing 
does not argue against the economy of 
beef making. It only reveals more 
clearly the tact that mutton production 
ought to become a permanent, well-es­ 
tablished feature of Western agricul­ 
ture, and that farmers and feeders 
ought more generally to avail them­ 
selves of this outlet for the surplus of 
grain aud hay crops.”

The rt 
action of milk is variable, woman’ 
milk and that of the vegetable eat 
ing animals being normally alkaliue 
but that of the meat eating is acid 
with the former, however, it is ofu 
possible to obtain a double reaction 
both acid and alkaline, owing to tin 
presence of an udd todlc phosphate am 
of an alkaline disodic phosphate. Milt 
becomes add on gtuculing, owing 
the conversion of part of its sugar intc 
lactic acid; and at the same time th« 
fatty globules rise to the surface, form 
ing a layer of cream, some of these 
globules also being freed from theii 
protein envelopes.
